posed for children would not impose 
hardship upon the heads of families. 
Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
finance com m ittee, said 
last 
night 
th a t the democratic caucus of the 
senate would be called for Thursday, 
w hether the finance committee m a­ 
jority had cc eluded with the sched­ 
ules or not. and that the caucus could 
go over the schedules 
already 
ap­ 


proved while the committee is finish­ 
ing its work. 


Senator Ollie Jam es, of Kentucky, 
who made the sugar tariff speech in 
the senate defending the stand of 
President Wilson, has taken a vigor­ 
ous position in the finance committee 
against the imposition of a counter­ 
vailing duty on m eat and cattle and 
yesterday announced th a t he would 
carry the fight to the democratic sen­ 
atorial caucus if he failed to swing 
the com m ittee into line. 
“I am for free cattle and m eat and 
shall go to the limit to get it,” said 
Senator J a m e s w hen his attitude be­ 
fore the com m ittee became known. 
“ Because some countries levy a tax 
on the imports of the American beef 
trust, why should we, in retaliation, 
starve 
the 
people 
of 
th e 
United 
States? 
I favored free m eat 
free 
cattle in the cam paign last fall, and 
I intend to do all I can to put them 
in the tariff law.” 
Senator Hitchcock, 
of 
Nebraska, 
whose am endm ent to th e tariff bill 
levying a graduated tax on tobacco 
output w as rejected by his co1 leagues 
on the finance committee, gave notice 
in the senate th at he would carry th a f 
am endm ent to the caucus and make 
a determined fight for its incorpora­ 
tion in the bill. 
He also introduced 
an am endm ent providing for a gradu­ 
ated income tax on all corporations 
having a capital stock of more than 
$100,000,000 
and 
controlling 
more 
than one-fourth of the production of 
any commodity. 
This, he said, he 
also would urge in the caucus.

grand duke had not—that the police 
were called in. 
The czarina is said to dislike him 
more than any other of her husband s 
relations. 
One day when she first

But he only answered, “ If you had 
the misfortune to he born a grand 
duke you would drink from morning 
till nigbt. too.”

Solf-boiled lime-sulphur is a com ¡ 
paratively new spray 
material 
as 
made at the present time and is 
used primarily for the control of the 
brown rot on the stone fruits. 
Its 
preparation is simple and should not 
be confused with that of boiled lime- 
sulphur. 
Self-boiled lime-sulphur is a 
simple mechanical mixture 
of 
free 
lime and sulphur, while boiled lime- 
sulphur is a mixture of complex and 
lime. Self-boiled lime-sulphur is made 
by slaking eight pounds of good, high- 
grade stone lime in a tub or box. 
Just as the lime starts to slake eight 
pounds of high-grade flowers of sul­ 
phur are sifted in. 
The slaking lime 
causes the lime and suiphur to mix 
thoroughly. After the lime has slaked 
for from ten to fifteen minutes, cold 
water should be added so as to stop 
the slaking. 
If this is not done, the 
lime may develop enough heat to 
cause the lime and sulphur to go into 
chemical combination which results in 
the formation of soluble sulphides 
that are highly injurious to peach 
leaves. The mixture of lime and sul­ 
phur Is now diluted to 50 gallons 
and strained into the spray barrel 
Great care should be taken to work 
through all of the sulphur, as this is 
the material which exerts the fungici­ 
dal property. 
In making self-boiled 
lime-sulphur for orchard use, it is ad­ 
visable to work with large quantities 
of lime and sulphur such as 32 pounds 
of lime, 32 pounds of sulphur and 200 
gallons of water. 
The heat developed 
from this large quantity of limo will 
better mix the lime and sulphur. TI1Í3 
large mass of material will have to be

WOODROW WILSON AND THE SHORT BALLOT 


W oodrow Wilson 


V. 
Gov. Wilson’s Conception of Commission Gcvernmenl 
The cities of New Jersey had suffered their full share 
from the typical ills which have harassed American 
municipalities. 
Some of them had had serious defalca­ 
tions or had been afflicted with corporation domination 
or with gross inequalities of taxation. In addition, there 
was a lot of petty grafting and general inefficiency. 
In 1910 there swept in from the West a great political 
idea which had been applied at that time with marked 
success in about one hundred cities—the idea of com­ 
mission government. Public opinion in no less than sixty 
communities in New Jersey looked with longing upon the 
commission plan as a relief from their own troubles. 
Most of them, as in every State, had but a general notion of its political 
principles: it was a case of “It has cured others; it will cure us.” 
But to Woodrow- Wilson the commission plan was more than a patent 
remedy. It was the embodiment of the cardinal doctrine w hich he had w ritten 
about and taught from the beginning of his career—the principle of the Short 
Ballot and direct responsibility. As Governor, he took the stump for this prin­ 
ciple just as candidates for public office take the stump in their own personal 
interest. 
Throughout, he emphasized not the specific results already ob­ 
tained under the new plan in the Western cities, but the fact that the com­ 
mission plan put the local government into the right relationship to tho 
people. 
Thus, in his address on the subject at Trentcn, he said:— 
“Human nature is better instructed, guided and supported in America 
than anywhere else in the world; they have good government in foreign 
cities, but they are los.-, intelligent than we are. 
When I look into it I find 
a very interesting circumstance. 
In English or Scottish cities no voter ever 
votes for more than one person. He never has a chance to vote for more than 
one person. We elect men galore, but the nominating machine selects them. 
If you 
want the privilege of selecting your men as well as electing them you 
will simplify your form of government until you have the whole thing in the 
palm of your hand and have only to flip a little finger to make them think it 
is an earthquake. 
All the best governed cities in the world are governed 
according to that plan. The principle is the center of the whole proposition— 
the principle of responsibility. 
Nothing moralizes like responsibility. 
I have 
u suggestion to make to you. 
If you have a very able friend who is very 
radical, put him in office and see him tame down. 
Say, ‘all right, my friend, 
you are such a sm art Alec. 
You know’ how’ this thing ought to be done. 


\ ou stand on the street corners and rant. You know’ so much about it, suppose 
you try it.

Growing Tomatoes. 


The middle of May finds most of 
the tomato plants in the garden. The 
man "who was wise enough to grow 
his own plants in a hot bed will have 
ripe fruit quite a long while before his 
neighbor, who has to depend upon 
half-dried, discouraged seedlings from 
a department store. 
Still, by insisting upon getting the 
besi plants you can buy, big sturdy 
fellows, with lots of leaves and roots 
full of water, you can do very well 
with purchased tomato plants. 
Do 
not secure them until you are all 
ready to plant and get them in the 
ground as soon as possible. 
As usually handled, the amateur 
gardener gets a double crop of foliage 
and a half crop of ripe tomatoes. The 
fruit splits, rots at the ends and a 
large part of it fails to color up and 
ripen bi fore frost catches it. 
The purpose of this article is to tell 
how to avoid these troubles and se­ 


cure twice as much ripe, sound fruit 
with no more trouble. 
It is a simple 
secret, hut few seem to know it. 
Tomatoes need a rich, deep, rather 
heavy soil, well fertilized. 
Muriatfi 
of potash is an excellent fertilizer, as 
is also steamed ground bone. 
Use a 
handful to each p in t 
Spade and cultivate as for garden 
crop and drive in strong stakes about 
five feet long, placing them two feet 
by four feet. Set one plant four inches 
from the south side of each stake, 
covering the roots firmly and soaking 
the soil with water after setting. 
Allow* only three branches to grow 
on each plant, and tie them to the 
stake with strips of cloth. When they 
reach the top of the stake, 
prune 
them back. 
If a smaller quantity of 
the very finest and largest tomatoes 
are preferred, allow* 
but 
one main 
stem to develop. 
Keep the branch 
ends cilpped as soon as the plant has 
attained good size, and all of its en­ 
ergy will then go into making toma­ 
toes.
